Etta. Mae eaan. Clara’s sis- 
ter, who took part in the Honduras 
adventure, went on with the party 
to San Quentin, saying she wished 
to remain with Clara even,in the 
penitentiary. 

Phillips. asked that he þe per- 
mitted to accompany’ the party but 
his request was refused by the! 
sheriff. Phillips offered to bare 
his whole life and alleged rela- 
tions-with Alberta Meadows if the 
sheriff would keep Clara here and, 
give him a chance to tell his story 
in court. That also was refused. 

Armour petted, kissed and hug- 
ged his wife who treated him 
with what appeared to. be indif- 
‘ference. 

“Goodbye dear.. Be sure and 
write often,” was his final parting 
as the train pulled out. Clara did 
not answer him. 

“Tm glad to be back. I’m all in,” 
‘was Claras only comment. 

Since escaping from the county 
jail here several months ago while 
awaiting transfer to San Quentin 
to serve her sentence, she had trav- 
eled over most of Mexico and Cen- 
tral America, finally being recap- 
tured in Honduras.
